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FROM  THE  AUTHOR'S  PREFACE. 

IN  the  following  Morning  and  Evening  Services  the  three 
acts  of  worship  are  arranged  uniformly  according  to 
what  appears  the  natural  order — the  Word,  Prayer  and  Praise  ; 
and  the  Service  consists  pf  these  three  acts  thrice  repeated  in 
the  same  order.  The  Sermon,  with  Prayer  and  Praise,  con- 
stitutes a  fourth  repetition. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  author  to  draw  his  composi- 
tions rather  from  Scriptural  than  Ecclesiastical  sources^  how- 
ever good  or  venerable  these  may  appear  to  be.  He  has 
convinced  himself  by  considerable  study  that,  while  these 
documents  may  suggest  use'ful  hints,  and  may  guard  us 
against  some  errors,  it  is  not  wise  to  revive,  or  even  closely 
copy  any  of  them,  either  those  which  are  more  ancient,  or 
those  which  originated  at  the  period  of  the  Reformation ;  it 
being  evident  that  both  have  faults  which  would  render  them 
unsuitable  and  unacceptable  to  us.  We  ought  rather  to  de- 
rive our  devotional  compositions  more  directly  from  the 
Scriptures , themselves,  especially  the  Book  of  Psalms,  which 
should  be  regarded  as  the  grand  magazine  of  devotion  for  - 
the  Church  of  God  in  all  ages.  Under  this  impression,  selec- 
tions from  the  Psalms  have  been  largely  interspersed  among 
the  other  prayers,  with  the  view  of  giving  to  the  Service 
greater  richness  and  solemnity.     These  selections,  being  in 
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the  first  person  singular,  furnish  to  each  individual  a  kind 
response,  in  the  familiar  and  venerable  language  of  Scripture, 
to  those  petitions  which  have  just  been  uttered  in  the  plural 
number  in  the  name  of  the  whole  congregation. 

The  author  of  the  following  Prayers  has  done  his  best  en- 
deavor that  they  should  not  be  declamatory,  oratorical,  or 
fine — familiar,  tedious,  or  particular — didactic  or  sermoniz- 
ing ;  and  he  has  labored  to  make  them,  as  far  as  he  could, 
simple,  dignified  and  devotional,  suggesting  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, without  running  into  detail.  He  has  also  studied  tha^ 
they  should  assert,  or  rather  imply  Christian  doctrines  in  a 
catholic  spirit,  avoiding  all  sectarian  vehemence  and  contro- 
versial exaggeration.  It  has  also  appeared  to  him  becoming 
that  the  Prayers  of  the  Church  should  express  Christian  doc- 
trines (especially  those  of  them  which  are  termed  mysteries) 
as  much  as  possible  in  the  language  of  Scripture,  and  that 
they  should  perpetually  suggest  the  connection  of  the  duties 
and  graces  of  the  Christian  character  with  the  great  Gospel 
verities,  aiming  at  the  production  neither  of  a  dead  morality 
on  the  one  hand,  nor  of  an  equally  dea^d  and  far  less  useful 
orthodoxy  on  the  other,  but  seeking  to  combine  Christian 
life  with  Christian  motive  and  feeling — faith  working  by  love. 

The  numerous  works  of  the  same  class  with  the  present, 
which  have  within  the  last  few  years  been  published  by  min- 
isters of  Presbyterian  and  Independent  churches,  are  a  pleas- 
ing sign  that  the  prejudices  which  have  so  long  prevailed 
against  composed  prayers  are  rapidly  dying  away,  if  they  be 
iK)t  already  extinct,  among  all  but  the  most  ignorant ;  and 
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that  we  are  gradually  returning  to  the  wiser  views  and  more 
edifying  practices  of  the  older  Presbyterians  in  all  countries, 
who,  while  averse  to  the  rigid  ritualism  of  Episcopal  churches, 
and  reasonably  desirous  not  to  exclude  extemporaneous  or 
free  prayer,  used  habitually  the  Liturgies  which  their  great 
divines  composed,  and  transmitted  them  as  not  the  least 
precious  fruit  of  the  Reformation  to  their  children  and  suc- 
cessors.

"An  imposed  Liturgy,  minute  and  inflexible,  which  is  by 

many  devout  Christians  held  to  be  only  less  precious  than  the 
Bible,  would  be  to  me  as  much  a  yoke  of  bondage  as  would 
have  been  the  Levitical  ceremonial  to  the  early  disciples. 
But  carefully  composed  forms  of  prayer  \yere  much  in  use 
among  the  Reformers,  and  are  to  be  found  among  the  writ- 
ings of  most  of  those  illustrious  men,  whose  names  adorn  the 
annals  of  the  Presbyterian  churches  of  ^Europe.  The  weak 
point  in  our  services  is  the  devotional  offices ;  the  preaching 
is  better  than  the  praying.  The  gift  of  prayer  is  but  scantily 
bestowed  upon  some  who  are  not  lacking  in  the  grace  of 
prayer.  And  ministers  who  are  liberally  endowed  in  this  re- 
spect are  not  always  able  to  command  the  sacred  faculty. 
Every  pastor  knows  what  it  is  to  go  to  his  pulpit  with  an 
aching  head,  with  nerves  all  ajar  from  a  sleepless  night,  bur- 
dened with  some  sorrow,  harassed  with  some  vexing  care,  or 
otherwise  unfitted  to  preach,  and  still  more  unfitted  to  lead 
his  people  to  the  mercy-seat  and  speak  with  and  for  them  to 
our  Father  in  heaven.  What  a  relief  it  would  be  to  pastors 
in  circumstances  like'  these  to  have  at  hand  some  suitable 
form  of  prayier,  and  how  much  it  would  contribute  to  the 
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edification  of  believers.  Why  should  not  our  General  As- 
sembly provide  a  few  such  forms,  not  to  be  imposed  upon  the 
ministry,  but  to  be  used  by  them  at  their  discretion  ? 

"Again,  if  our  methods  could  be  revised,  I  should  insist 
upon  the  concert  of  pastor  and  people  in  the  audible  offering 
of  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  reciting  of  the  Apostles'  Creed 
once  every  Sabbath,  together  with  the  responsive  Amen  at 
the  end  of  every  prayer.  In  respect  to  the  Creed,  there  are 
probably  many  Presbyterians  who  are  ignorant  that  it  is  the 
common  heritage  of  tlie  churches,  and  that  it  is  always  Ui- 
cluded  in  our  Confession  of  Faith.  The  superintendents  of 
our  Sunday  and  mission  schools,  having  judiciously  intro- 
duced these  two  exercises  into  their  stated  services,  the  way, 
it  is  hoped,  may  be  opened  for  copying  the  example  in  our 
ordinary  Sabbath  worship."

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NOTE  BY  THE  EDITOR, 

This  book  is  substantially  a  reprint  of  the  service  book  in  use 
in  old  Grey  Friars,  Edinburgh.  It  was  written  by  Rev.  Robert 
Lee,  for  many  years  minister  of  that  parish.  Dr.  Lee  was  in 
the  habit  of  writing  and  reading  his  public  prayers,  and,  as  a 
natural  and  excellent  result,  he  was  led  to  print  them  for  use 
by  his  congregation  in  their  Sabbath  services.  Such  changes 
have  been  made  by  the  editor  as  seemed  necessary  to  adapt 
the  book  to  the  use  of  churches  in  America. 

The  Editor  hopes:  1.  That  this  book  will  fall  into  the 
hands  of  some  who  will  think  that  if  these  scriptural  prayers 
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are  read  devoutly  in  public  services,  they  will  be  better  forms 
for  the  expression  of  true  devotion  than  many  so-called  prayers 
which  are  offered  without  preparation  of  thought  or  langu^e. 

2.  That  some  clergyman  who  has  been  accustomed  to  spend 
many  hours  and  even  days  in  the  preparation  of  the  language 
of  his  sernions  to  the  people,  may  see  the  advantage  of  put- 
ting his  pr^ers,  which  are  his  addresses  to  the  Most  High, 
in  language  at  least  as  carefully  prepared. 

3.  That  some  clergyman  who  is  deficient  in  the  grace  and 
gift  of  public  prayer,  may  not  be  afraid  or  ashamed  to  read 
some  of  these  prayers  in  public  worship,  when  he  feels  so 
inclined. 

4.  That  the  study  of  this  book,,  with  the  prefaces,  may  be 
a  timely  contribution  to  the  cultivation  of  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  lead  the  devotions  of  others. 

5.  That  sometimes  when  families  are  detained  from  church 
by  the  weather,  or  under  great  sorrow,  or  from  any  cause, 
there  may  be,  with  the  use  of  this  book,  true  and  edifying  and 
dignified  worship  at  home.  - 

6.  That  with  the  help  of  this  book  it  may  be  convenient 
and  profitable  to  have  Divine  service  at  the  end  of  Mission 
Sunday-School  sessions  and  at  places  where  there  is  no  clergy- 
man present,  or  sermon  to  be  read.  In  other  words,  there 
can  be  true  edifying  public  worship  even  without  a  sermon. 

,  Any  congregation  having  the  courage  to  use  this  book  in 
its  public  worship  will  thereby  relieve  its  Pastor  of  a  part  of 
the  great  strain  upon  his  intellectual  forces,  and  of  the  quite 
unnecessary  labor  of  composing  two  or  more  new  and  long 
prayers  every  Sunday.  ^"  / 
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It  is  sometimes  said  to  the  reproach  of  non-liturgical 
churches,  and  not  always  without  truth,  that  their  public 
prayers  are  often  not  prayers  at  all,  but  are  addresses  to  the 
congregation  under  the  semblance  of  prayer,  and  that  some- 
times statements  of  fact  and  items  of  interest  not  at  all  in- 
tended for  the  Most  High,  are  made  in  the  form  of  prayer.
